A joint attempt by Town Councilors Frederick Nardi 
and Andrew C. Gallano to oust Town Council Presi- 
dent Donald Rheault from his seat was defeated in a 
10-5 vote of support for Rheault’s’stewardship at Mon- 
day night's stormy council session at the Public 
Library. 

Arguments to strip Rheault of the council presidency 
were spearheaded by Gallano who charged him with 
seeking to block the $600,000 state grant for roads at 
the Agawam Regional Industrial Park; for privately 
meeting with officials of the WestMass Development 
Corporation to arrange the sale of LQQacres of land to 
Zielenski Construction Company to build an airport at 
the I-Park; and failure to consult with the-council on 
hiring council attorneys. 

Met Privately With Attorneys

Town Council confirmation of the town manager's 
appointments to top municipal positions narrowly 
passed in an 8-7 vote Monday night at a meeting that 
erupted into a verbal fracas between councilors. 

Won't Abide By Vote 

However, Town Manager Edward Caba said he will 
not bring his appointments to the council for confirma- 
tion on the advice of Town Solicitor Lambert Ollari, 
Pending a court ruling. 

Following the vote, Councilor Andrew C. Gallano 
commented, “This issue will be in court.” Prior to the 
meeting, Gallano had publicly stated he would bring 
the matter to court if the council passed it. 

Gallano said the council had ignored the opinions of 
three attorneys hired to advise the council on the con- 
firmation issue and said he did not expect a court deci- 
sion would uphold the council’s vote. 

Gallano said such a move by the council would 
diminish the power of the manager and off-set the 
check and balance system in town. He said this would 
also lead to political appointments.

The move for council confirmation over the position 
of town assessor, clerk, collector, treasurer, health 
agent, and director of parks and recreation was spon- 
sored by Councilor Jack Shaughnessy and required a 
majority vote of eight councilors to pass. 

This is the fourth time Shaughnessy’s motion had 
appeared before the council - the third time since 
January. 

Shaugnnessy has argued for months that the council 
has the right to confirm manager appointments based 
on Mass. General Laws 43-13b which the Precinct 3 
councilor said “allows the council to take any action 
so long as it does not conflict with federal, state, or 
town charter laws.”’ 

Shaughnessy said additional research has convinced 
him the council has the same right as city alderman do 
as put forward in Mass. General Laws 39, which also 
grants authority of confirmation by the elected, 
governing-body. 

Shaughnessy also said he hoped confirmation would 
help remove politics from the appointments and ensure 

. oy qualified candidates filled town positions. 
llari: again took strong exception to Shaughnessy’s 
statements, saying the council confirming manager ap- 
pointments would be in conflict with the town charter.

Rheault later critized Ollari for his reasoning. He

Rheault added, ‘Ollari has on two occassions admit- 
ted his allegiance to the manager has prevented him 
from being able to represent the town.

Councilor Paul Trimboli argued the manager's ap- 
pointment of Richard Theroux as town clerk was based 
on a “political pay-back,” and further charged the 
manager with rewriting the clerk’s job description to 
suit Theroux.

Shaughnessy. 

Councilors who dissented were Vorothy Nelsen, 
Frederick Nardi, Paul Paleogopoulos, Alfred Trehey, 
Edward Borgatti, Phillip DeForge, and Gallano.

Rheault flatly referred to Gallano’s statement that he 
attempted to block the $600,000 state grant, "gq lie, 
and later referred to Gallano’s charge that he sought 
Caba’s resignation by offering him the town clerk's 
position as “an example of how low Gallano will stoop 
to discredit me with a pack of lies.” 

Councilor Daniel Lacienski defended Rheault about 
his attempt to sell the 100 acres of land for WestMass 
Development Corp. at the Agawam \-Park. He said, 
“That would have been very productive for the town 
and was a good effort.”” 

Lacienski, the council vice-president, also noted that 
Town Solicitor Lambert Ollari, not Rheault, had 
selected the council’s attorneys to represent them 
against the law suit filed by Caba’s lawyers over the 
February attempt to oust the manager from office. 

Nardi said Rheault “had not gone by the book as he 
promised,” when he assumed the council presidency. 
Nardi cited Rheault’s calling of a meeting to address 
the stewardship of Caba with less than 48-hours ad- 
vance notice as an example. ; 

Nardi further argued Rheault has failed to maintain 
his commitment to keep the town out of the media ina 
negative manner. 

Rheault responded the meeting which had not been 
posted 48-hours in advance had been cancelled before 
it began and noted that he had kept the town out of the 
headlines during his first term as council president. 

Before the actual vote, Nardi said he did not wish to 
have the matter come to a vote but rather favored 
Rheault consider resigning. 

Vote Must Be Taken 

Councilor Jack Shaughnessy forced the issue to a 
vote. He said after all the time had been spent 
debating the issue and because of the charges that 
were aimed at Rheault, a vote was obligatory. 

Voting for Rheault’s resignation were Councilors 
Dorothy Nelsen, Paul Paleologopoulos, Alfred Trehey, 
Gallano and Nardi. 

Voting to support Rheault were Councilors Peter 
Longo, Paul Trimboli, Nei! Blatt, Edward Borgatti, 
Phillip DeForge, Mario DeLucchi, Thomas Locke, 
Shaughnessy, Rheault, and Lacienski. 

After the tense and often hostile meeting, Rheault 
said, “If this is the very best those against me could put 
together, I'd say they paid me one hell of a compli- 
ment. Gallano and Caba are losing control for the first 
time since this form of government began so they are 
stooping to how they play best - distorting the facts 
and lying their way out.”

State Treasurer Crane Seeks 
To Return Unclaimed Funds 


State Treasurer Robert Q. Crane today released the 
names of 35,000 persons who are due more than $18 
million in funds they apparently knew nothing about. 

A Brookline woman is due more than $77,000 
representing the largest single unclaimed account on 
the Treasurer’s books. 

Since 1980 the Treasurer’s Office has collected more 
than. $90 million in unclaimed accounts and has 
returned nearly one half that amount to the rightful 
owners or legal heirs. 

Under the state’s Unclaimed Money Law, legally 
designated M.G.L. Ch. 200A, bank accounts, in- 
surance proceeds, uncashed gift certificates, payroll 
checks, customer overpayments and the like that have 
gone untouched for at least five years are deemed to be 
abandoned and must be reported to the Treasurer. 

‘Success breeds success and this program has been 
among the most successful in the nation,” Crane said. 
“Also, we are proud it has served as a model for similar 
Programs in other states.” 

Crane said compliance with the law is improving. 
Nevertheless the Treasurer said he is disturbed at the 
apparent lack of effort on the part of banks and other 
institutions in searching for the missing owners. ‘How 
can anyone fail to locate..-AT&T, Exxon, The New 
England Patriots or the Holiday Inn,’ the Treasurer 
asked. 

Crane noted one important aspect of the Unclaimed 
Money Law requires that until claimed, all funds are 
kept in the state’s General Fund where they are in- 
vested for the benefit of all residents and taxpayers 
here in Massachusetts.

Allegation Of Clerk Deal Causes Further Rift 


Town Manager Edward A. Caba said Monday night 
he spurned offers from Town Council attorneys assur- 
ing him his former position of town clerk in exchange 
for his resignation as town manager. 

Sought His Ouster 

Attorneys Norman Ogden and Peter Brady of 
Holyoke were hired by the council following Caba‘s 
suit against the council over methods used to seek his 
ouster from office. 

The council last month voted to suspend Caba for 45 
days. This vote was eventually rescinded, rendering 
the bulk of Caba’s suit a moot issue. 

However, Caba attorneys, former Springfield Mayor 
Theodore Dimauro and Constance Sweeney, have re- 
tained one charge concerning a possible violation of 
the state meeting laws on the court docket. 

Caba said his attorneys informed him of the council 
attorneys offer on February 22nd and said he wanted 
“no part of this kind of deal.” 

Caba‘s announcement of the offer followed its 
disclosure by Councilor Andrew Gallano during last 
Monday’s chaotic council meeting at the Agawam 
Public Library. 

Gallano made the matter public as he ridiculed the 
stewardship of Town Council President Donald M. 
Rheault. 

Gallano and Councilor Frederick Nardi failed in their 
attempt to remove Rheault as council president in a 
10-5 vote. 

“The council listened to the debate and they saw 
beyond the garbage,’’ Rheault said. 

Gallano alleged that Rheault, and possibly other 
councilors, had been meeting privately with council at- 
torneys and had instructed the attorneys to make the 
offer to Caba. 

Gallano further charged Rheault had not consulted 
the rest of the council on the matter and he also 


violated the town charter in his alleged attempt to alter 
Caba’‘s position from town manager to town clerk. 

Initially, Rheault refrained from making any 
statements on Gallano’s charge, saying, “’| feel the on- 
ly place to respond to Gallano is in court.” 


Does Not Know What He's Talking About 

Rheault today said, “This is just another part of an 
effort by Gallano and Caba to discredit myself. It is ob- 
vious Gallano does not know what he’s talking about 
when he doesn’t know whether it was just myself or a 
group of councilors who allegedly met with the council 
attorney's. 

“The fact is, no meetings of the nature took place.” 

Rheault today said he was seriously considering tak- 
ing Gallano to court over his remarks. “Mr. Gallano im- 
puned my integrity and my character. 

Gallano argued any attempt by an individual coun- 
cilor or the council as a whole to appoint Caba as town 
clerk would violate the town charter. ‘‘Only the town 
manager can hire a town clerk,“ he stated. 

As part of a lengthly statement on the Town Council 
floor Monday night, Gallano charged, ‘What makes 
this man (Rheault) think his position allows him to 
barter public jobs and compound the wrong by doing it 
in secrecy. How much longer can this council operate 
under the stewardship of an individual who not only ig- 
nores the charter but defies it.” 

Councilor Paul Trimboli at Monday’s meeting said 
he found Gallano’s charges against Rheault as 
“humorous.” Trimboli said the job description for the 
clerk’s job, as rewritten by Caba, “no longer qualifies 
the manager for the job because he rewrote the educa- 
tional requirements. Mr. Caba no longer possesses the 
educational skills for the clerk's job,” Trimboli said. 

Efforts to reach Attorneys Ogden and Brady at their) 
offices proved unsuccessful.

North Agawam Sport 
New Rehab Look

Five homes in North Agawam are sporting a new 
look thanks to the North Agawam Housing Rehabilita- 
tion Program (NAHRP) that began in October, 1983. 

Two more homes are in the process of re- 
construction and three units are out to bid. The 
project's ultimate goal is sixty-five units in one of the 
town’s oldest sections. 

Thirty-three Openings Available 

Deborah Dachos, director of Planning & Community 
Development, said today that applications for thirty- 
two units have been filed to the program's office at 
Town Hall with openings for thirty-three more. 

Marjorie Isotti, project manager for the NAHRP Pro- 
gram, added that interested parties may contact her at 
Agawam Town Hall at 786-0400, extension 217, Mon- 
day through Friday from 8:30 a.m. to 4:30 p.m. She 
became project manager on February 23rd and works 
directly under Ms. Dachos. 

Ms. Dachos explained that the program’s goal is ‘to 
boost the image of North Agawam.” She said that the 
homes in that section of town (North of Sprinafield 
Street and O’Brien’s Corner) have the largest concen- 
tration of older homes built in the late 1800s and early 

1900s. 

Many of the homes were found to be eligible for 
rehabilitation. Technically referred to as a deferred 
loan, the program offers 25%, 50%, 75%, or 100% 
loans depending on need. 

Mrs. Isotti said that all applications received have 
fallen into four categories. The basis of need is deter- 
mined by total family income and the number of peo- 
ple in each family. 

Although everyone in North Agawam was contacted 
in October 1983 and made aware of the program, more 
information in a brochure form will be distributed soon. 

With spring on its way and the warm weather ap- 
proaching, North Agawam homeowners needing 
assistance should apply now. Applications will be ac- 
cepted at Town Hall through the summer of 1984. 

Among successful work completed to date are fur- 
nace replacements. Sixty to eighty year-old antiquated, 
coal conversion type furnaces have been replaced with 
stream-lined energy efficient furnaces at a cost of 


$1,900 each. 
Eligible Work Items 

Money received from this program must be used for 
correcting building code violations, energy conserva- 
tion, and weatherization. Besides furnace 
replacements, other potential work items include in- 
stallation of insulation, storm windows, storm doors, 
weather stripping and furnace repair. 

Help is available for repair or replacement of elec- 
trical systems and their components and repair of 
seriously deteriorated floors, walls, and ceilings. 

Also there is help for eradication of lead base paint 
where there is a danger of ingestion by children and 
repair or replacement of defective water systems, and 
plumbing. 

Eligibility also continues in the repair of exterior 
walls and windows and repair or replacement of struc- 
turally defective porches, gutters, chimneys, and foun- 
dations. Once the homeowner files and application 
and it is approved, the work in sent out to two or three 
contractors for a bid by the office.

Family Nature Lore

Herbs: The Perfect Pesticide 


Tis the season to think ‘’garden’’ - whether you have 


the space for a large plot or only for a small plot. Even- 


those shoppers who adamantly avoid looking at the 

bright new seed displays in the stores seem to slow 

down as they pass the commercial arrival of spring. 
Many Reasons To Recommend Herbs 

As you think garden, think herbs. Herbs are easy to 
grow, pleasantly scented in your garden and, later, in 
your kitchen. They make wonderful gifts, tied in fresh 
bunches or dried, frozen, or microwaved for cooking 
throughout the next winter. But there is even more to 
recommend the humble herb: it is nature's perfect 
pesticide. 

The very oils that make herbs so fragrant and flavor- 
ful for us are utterly repellent to insects. That’s why the 
oils are there in the first place; for the plant's protec- 
tion, not our culinary enjoyment. 

Even if you're not an herb user, consider including a 
few in this summer’s garden. They will help repell 
bugs, and with fresh, free herbs available to you, you 
may discover how easy - and how exciting - they are, 
included in your familiar dishes. 

Planting tomatoes? Plant chives, basil, or mint near- 
by to discourage aphids, white cabbage moths, and 
flies. Planning on roses or strawberries? Garlic plants 
tepell Japanese beetles as well as aphids. 

Rosemary is distasteful to bean beetles, cabbage 
moths, and carrot flies. Carrots are also protected from 
carrot fly by the sage plants nearby. 

Some Flowers Are Helpful Also 

A few flowers are real helpers in the garden, too. 
Marigolds’ distinctive scent is repellent to many in- 
sects. So are nasturtiums. 

A border of colorful flowers around the garden may 
do a lot more than look pretty - it repells pests above 
ground and acts as an effective fence underground, 
keeping nematodes away from the roots of your 
vegetables. 

And don't forget that those vegetable plants have to 
be pollinated before they will bear fruit. A patch of 
lavender will attrac; bees who will increase the yield of 
your entire garden. 

Then, too, it makes a lovely cut flower and fragrant 
sachet for gifts, later. 

Herbs are easy to grow. The need only good 
sunlight, well-drained soil with a handful of lime, and 
far less space than vegetable plants. And this is one 
pesticide you won't have to store away from the pets or 
the kids, won't have to scrub frantically from the skins 
of your harvest, and won't have to spend a fortune to 
buy. 

Herbs are, indeed, the perfect pesticide - and a whole 


lot more.

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Rey. Malcolm K. Burton 

Agawam: The Rev. Malcolm K. Burton, 78, of 1159 
River Road, 10-year associate pastor of Wachogue 
Congregational Church, Springfield, died Wednesday 
in Baystate Medical Center, Wesson Unit. 

Born in Minneapolis, he lived in Columbus, Ohio, 
Cleveland, and Forest Hills, L.I., New York, then in 
Agawam 13 years. 

He was the son of Dr. Charles Emerson Burton, 
10-year pastor of Lyndale Congregational Church, 
Minneapolis. 

He attended Phillips Academy, Andover, Carleton 
College, Minn., and Chicago Theological Seminary. 

Rey. Burton was a student pastor of Edgebrook Com- 
munity Church, Chicago, from 1927 to 1929, and full 
time pastor 42 years; Massena, N.Y. from 1929 to 
1933, then to 1938 the Congregational Church of the 
Pelhams, Pelham, N.Y.;. Second Congregational 
Church, New London, Conn. from 1938 to 1952 and 
First Congregational Chruch, Pontiac, Mich., from 
1952 to 1971. 

In 1954 Rev. Burton was elected to the Committee 
for the Continuation of Congregational Christian Chur- 
ches of the United States. He served in a voluntary 
capacity and did most of the writing for its publica- 
tions and speaking trips across the country. 

In 1953 he published ‘Destiny for Congrega- 
tionalism,’’ and in 1955 was largely responsible for the 
organization of the National Association of Congrega- 
tional Christian Churches, which now serves a 
denomination of five hundred churches. 

He had also preached at many churches in Connec- 
ticut and Massachusetts including the First Church of 
West Springfield. While living in Agawam he published 
12 books including six books of his sermons and two 
major works on the history of the merger of some of the 
Congregational Christian Churches with the 
Evangelical and Reformed church. 

He was moderator for county and state associations 
of churches in Connecticut and Michigan and National 
Association of Congregational Christian Chruches in 
1969. He served as an ecclesiastical expert in two na- 
tional lawsuits on the merger of the churches, and has 
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been listed in “Who's Who in America” since 1970. 

Rev. Burton, along with his wife of more than 50 
years, the former Carol Berkemeier, enjoyed canoeing, 
boating, and hiking. 

A photographer, he used his pictures for publicity 
work in his churches and for illustrated talks. 

Besides his wife, he leaves two sons, George K. and 
Kenneth K. and two granddaughters. 

The memorial service was in Fresno, California. 
Dickinson-Streeter Funeral Service was in charge local- 
ly.

1 would like to take this opportunity to try to explain 
lome of the recent “happenings” involving our town 
lgovernment, including the town solicitor, members of 
the council and the town manager. 
The Town Council was recently involved in a court 
case for suspending Town Manager Edward Caba. The 
legal action contained a temporary restraining order 
which placed Mr. Caba back on the job and thereby 
nullified the council’s suspension. 
: He Had A Problem 

At that hearing the town was represented by Town 
Solicitor Lambert Ollari. Mr. Ollari, however, claimed he 
had a problem in representing the town because he felt 
he could serve only one ‘master’ at a time - either the 
council or Mr. Caba (Mr. Caba appointed Mr. Ollari, 
therefore, he felt there was a conflict). 

Mr. Ollari should realize he is an employee of the 
town, as is Mr. Caba. Unbelievably, the town was not 
represented at that hearing when Mr. Caba’s lawyers 


The council called a special meeting on February 
16th, One of Mr. Ollari’s statements was, ‘Because of 
my position as town solicitor and the fact that | am ap- 
pointed by the town manager under the charter, it would 
put me in a very precarious position as far as conflict of 
interest.” : 








On March 5th, Mr. Ollari made another statement in 
the press which must be considered questionable. This 
concerned the most recent controversy about the coun: 
cil approving the town manager's appointments. 

Mr. Ollari said he sought the legal opinion of Attorney 








Curran who was the legal advisor to the charter commis- 
sion some 13 years ago because the council had not 
heeded his own opinion and that of former Town 
Solicitor Jay Posnik. Both Mr. Ollari and Mr. Posnik said 
the council does not have the authority under the pre- 
sent charter to confirm the manager's appointments. 

Mr. Ollari stated, ‘1 figured that if | got an impartial 
opinion, maybe the council would look at it and pay 
more attention to this opinion (Mr. Curran’s). 

What are we paying the town solicitor for? Who gave 
him the authority to seek another legal opinion? He 
made his and we, the majority of the council, didn’t ac- 
cept it. | believe that the solicitor has placed the council 
in a “precarious position’ in dealing with his opinions 
where the manager is concerned. 

Initiate A Lawsuit 

Related to this matter is Councilor Andrew Gallano’s 
threat to initiate a lawsuit if the council approved the 
confirmation of manager appointments. Mr. Gallano, 
who takes great pride in the fact he wrote the town 
charter, and mentions this at every opportunity, should 
know (but doesn’t) that he as a councilor cannot file suit 
against the council. : ‘ 

His threats are nothing more than a smoke screen to 
disrupt the normal procedures of the council. Mr. 
Gallano’s ability to disrupt and distort is ever present.

State Bridges Deteriorating 


Last year a tragedy occurred in Connecticut when 
the Mianus River bridge, part of Interstate 95, collaps- 
ed, resulting in several deaths. This probably did more 
to raise the public’s consciousness about the need for 
infrastructure repair than any other single event. 

In Massachusetts our bridges have gradually 
deteriorated. Since the cuts in the Department of Public 
Works two years ago, qualified state bridge and road 
engineers have been at a premium, thus compounding 
an already chronic problem. 


Financing Emerged As Major Issue 


Lately, the financing of state and local infrastructure 
repair, replacement, and expansion has emerged as a 
major policy issue within the Commonwealth. 

In an attempt to improve infrastructure such as 
roads, bridges, sewers and water systems, and mass 
transit, the Dukakis administration is proposing the 
Masa ser Development Bank, or MassBank (for 
short). 

According to the administration, MassBank is need- 
ed for three reasons; First, because of our sore need for 
infrastructure repair and expansion. 

Secondly, Massachusetts pays too much for its bor- 
rowing. The state’s credit rating has suffered because 
of an over-reliance on general obligation debt. 

Thirdly, we currently have no way of anticipating 
future infrastructure needs and of preparing adequate- 
ly to meet those needs in a fiscally stable fashion. 

All three requirements are plausible. Most everyone 
agrees that the state’s infrastructure is in bad shape 
and something must be done about it. 

However, the problem and eventual fight over 
MassBank will not be over its purpose but from how it 
will derive its funding. 


Adminstration Vague About Funding 


So far, the administration has been vague in 
delineating just how MassBank will be funded. 

Some early speculations are that among several 
sources will be a form of a payroll tax as well as 
monies from Massachusetts Turnpike tolls. 

Even if passed, these sources alone would represent 
only a portion of revenues needed to begin operation. 
As it is these two ideas alone will most likely encounter 
sizable opposition. 

Recently, MassBank negotiations are rumored to be 
falling apart. This proposal is beginning to shape up as 
a major test of Dukakis’ coalition building skills. 

lf MassBank is to be approved, Dukakis must forge 
an agreement with the Legislature and its attendant 
problems as well as large and small business who have 
serious reservations over the proposed payroll tax. 

This is not an enviable task.

The Eating Disorders - Anorexia, 
Bulimia And Compulsive Eating 


Why in the world would anyone literally starve 
themselves (sometimes to the point of death), stuff 
themselves with food and then secretly induce 
vomiting only to repeat the binge and purge cycle over 
and over, or eat constantly despite hating themselves 
for being so fat? These are the symptoms of Anorexia, 
Bulimia, and Compulsive Eating - the Eating Disorders. 

While compulsive eating has been with us for some 
time, Anorexia or self-starvation is more recent, and 
Bulimia was virtually unknown until the past 3 to 5 
years. 

Why have these disorders increased so rapidly in the 
past 10 years, becoming almost a modern day 
epidemic, particularly among young women? While the 
reasons for a given person developing these symptoms 
are quite complex, and take 4 long time to unravel, 
there are certain common elements. Low self-esteem 
and underlying depression seem always to be present 
in these disorders, as they are in many psychological 
problems. 

But the obsession with food and the special, cultural- 
ly determined attitudes toward eating, thinness and 
obesity are the special determinants which make these 
conditions unique. 

Society's Eat - 
Don‘t Eat Messages 

Our society seems obsessed with two contradictory 

attitudes relating to food. Thinness and the impor- 
tance of depriving ourselves of “bad” foods through 
dieting have been more of a fad, while at the same time 
eating as a way of being good to ourselves (“you 
deserve a break today’) is given equal emphasis. We 
are told that thin is beautiful and good while even 
moderate obesity is ugly and bad. 
{ At the same time we are barraged with tantalizing 
\ advertising about delectable and exotic foods, and 
| eating out is a high status ritual which has never been 
more popular. 

Qur society seems almost obsessed with eating and 

drinking while at the same time maintaining an ideal 








extreme of thinness. Women especially are told that| j 


they can never be too thin, as evidenced by the 
emaciated “Twiggy” fashion models of recent years, 
50% of whom are actually suffering from Anorexia! 
The Anorexic Believes That 
Emaciated Is Beautiful 

The Anorexic comes to believe that emaciated thin- 
ness is actually beautiful. She looks in a mirror and 
sees beauty where others see sickly skin’and bones. 
Her bodily self-image is grossly distorted. — 


But she persists in starving herself and develops aj! 


fear of eating sometimes to the point of believing her 
food is poisoned. She begins gagging on her food, 
can’t swallon, and feels physically ill if she eats. This 
often reenacts a childhood battle with parents at the 
dinner table. 

Many Anorexics require hospitalization and tube 
feeding. Ten percent of them eventually die. This con- 
dition is among the most difficult to treat. 

Bulimics Try To Have It Both Ways 

Bulimia, for some reason almost unknown until the 
past few years, seems to be an attempt to both remain 
thin and eat whatever one wants. The cycle of excess 
dieting, followed by binging on food and then forced 
vomiting becomes self perpetuating. 4 

The Bulimic feels deeply deprived while dieting, 
gorges herself to satisfy her emotional and physical 
hunger, reacts with guilt over having all the forbidden 
“bad"’ food, purges herself through vomiting, again 
diets, feels deprived, and the whole cycle repeats itself. 

The physical toll on her body is usually not as ex- 
treme as with Anorexia, but serious ‘nutritional pro- 
blems do result. Excessive decay and destruction of 
tooth enamel due to exposure to stomach acids is one 
very common consequence. 

Since Bulimics don’t show severe losses of body 
weight and usually are very secretive about both their 
binging and vomiting, the condition may go 
undetected until serious dental or other health pro- 
blems emerge. 

Destructive Attitudes Toward Compulsive Eating 

Compulsive eating has been a more widespread and 
well known condition - but cultural attitudes toward 





the obese have been particularly damaging. The 
overweight individual is generally treated as weak, 
somehow morally inferior, and ugly - all of which rein- 
forces the. self-hatred which underlies the condition 
and paradoxically leads to increased over-eating. 

Eating is a basic way of giving to oneself - of feeling 
taken care of and more satisfied and secure. The com- 
pulsive eater is also caught in a cycle of guilt and self 
loathing followed by increased eating to make his or 
herself feel better. This is followed by guilt over having 
indulged oneself, more eating in order to feel better, 
and on the cycle goes. 

The parallel with alcohol behavior is striking, as is 
one successful treatment method called Over-Eaters 
Anonymous. Next time we will talk more about treat- 
ment methods for these eating disorders.

Cigarette Smoking, 
More Than A Bad Habit 


Cigarette smoking is among the costliest health pro- 
blems in the country. Smoking significantly raises 
one’s likelihood of early heart and blood vessel 
diseases, lung cancer, chronic lung disease and stroke. 

The heart disease mortality rate of smokers is from 
two to five times that of nonsmokers, depending on the 
number of cigarettes smoked daily. This risk is reduced 
after cessation of smoking with time. 

The risk of developing heart attack in healthy young 
women who smoke and use oral contraceptives is five 
times that of nonsmokers who also use contraceptives. 
This risk increases significantly after age 35. 

Cigarettes Contain Over 4000 Components 

Cigarette smoke contains significant amounts of 
nicotine, carbon monoxide and over 4,000 other com- 
ponents in tar and gases. It is unknown which of these 
is responsible for its ill effects. 

Some foundry workers with elevated levels of carbon 
monoxide in the blood have also been noted to have 


heart disease, whether or not they smoke. Cigarette 
smokers however, are exposed to many times the 
amount of carbon monoxide allowable for industrial 
workers. Carbon monoxide reduces the blood’s ability 
to carry oxygen and reduces the body tissues’ ability to 
utilize oxygen. 

Nicotine increases blood pressure and heart rate and 
is the component of the cigarettes which smokers 
crave. There is no evidence to date which shows 
nicotine alone causes disease. 

The association between cigarette smoking and lung 
cancer is well established. The smoker's risk for 
developing lung cancer is up to 65 times that of the 
nonsmokers, depending on the number of cigarettes 
smoked. 

The tar components of cigarette smoke have been 
implicated in lung cancer. Use of filter cigarettes 
reduces tar and cancer risk but does not reduce heart 
disease risk. 

The smoker’s chance of occluding a blood vessel in 
the brain (stroke) is about twice that of nonsmokers. 
The risk for rupturing a blood vessel in the brain is four 
times higher in smokers. 

Emphysema Not As Predictable 

The presence of emphysema, chronic obstructive 
lung disease among long term smokers is well known. 
However, the development of these diseases in in- 
dividuals is not cz predictable as heart disease and 
lung cancer. In certain families with a blood protein 
deficiency (alpha-l-antrypsin) early onset of em- 
physema has occurred in those who smoke. 

There are several effective means to quit smoking. 
Hypnosis has been used successfully in some in- 
dividuals. Group programs are available with Smoke 
Enders and the American Lung Association, Nicotine 
containing chewing gum will be available by prescrip- 
tion here in the near future and has been effective in 40 
percent of smokers in England.

‘A homemade chart hung in the bathroom can show 
awards of gold, silver or colored stars for good dental 
hygiene performance - another way to motivate! Anda 
dentist who explains all about teeth to a child can 
awaken genunine interest and concern about mouth 
care. 

Dentists like to see children brought in for examina- 
tion early, about age three. Hopefully, the child’s baby 
teeth are present and normal, and no treatment is 
necessary. 

However, even young children may require treat 
ment, whether due to cavities, accidents or congenital 
problems.. These children often are surprisingly 
cooperative patients. They don't “know” that they're 
“supposed” to be afraid of the dentist - so they aren't. 

Extensive Treatment Possible On Children 

if the child isn’t cooperative enough, he or she may 
be given medication or put to sleep before treatment. 
Some dentists are equipped to provide general 
anesthesia in their offices. if the necessary treatment is 
extensive, or if the child has medical problems, the 
dental treatment can be done in a hospital.

14 Year-Old Chess Whiz Wins Again... 


Mark Nowacki: Agawam 


It is thought to be one of the most difficult games of 
skill requiring imagination and complete concentration 
from its players. 

However, for Feeding Hills resident Mark Nowacki, 
the game of chess is simply lots of fun. 

The 14-year-old Cathedral High Schoo! freshman 
recently won the 1984 Mass. Scholastic Chess Singles 
ChantZcship for students in grades 7-9 at the state 
tournament in Worcester February 26th. 

Mark explains that the Commonwealth is divided in- 
to four sections with champions from each competing 
in the state finals. 

Because he won the Western Mass. Scholastic Chess 
Singles Championship at Ludlow High School January 
29th, the amicable young man became this area's 
delegate to the prestigious state competition. 

Mark said he has won the Western Mass. champion- 
ship for the last four years and the state championship 
in 1981 while in sixth grade. 

He recalls that his aunt Deborah Perra taught him 
how to play chess one rainy afternoon when he was 10 
years old. 

Since that time, the teenager has grown to love the 
game and has competed often at various high school 
tournaments. 

Mark says that one reason he enjoys the game is 
because of all the interesting people he gets to meet at 
competitive events. 

“Chess is great because it’s a game that can be 
played as often as you like but not to the point that you 
become sick of it,” he remarks. 

Style Influenced By Dr. Joseph Platz 

Another person who influenced Mark's love of the 

tame is Dr. Joseph Platz. He said Dr. Platz was the 
Nowonte chess pupil of Dr. Emmanuel Lasker, world 
chess champion from 1894-1921.

Mark recalls meeting Dr. Platz at a tournament 
where the renowned player explained to him why cer- 
tain moves are made by experts and how to apply these 
concepts to his own game. 

“Dr. Platz really influenced my style of playing. | 
play chess like the experts did 20 years ago rather than 
using today’s hyper-modern approach,’’ he comments. 

Mark said both styles of playing have aims as dif- 
ferent as night and day. Although he doesn’t use the 
hyper-modern approach, he says that he has played 
against opponents who do. 

However, Mark notes that he can easily figure out 
what style his opponent is using and adjust his strategy 
accordingly. 

Moreover, the state champ notes that when a person 
plays chess he plays not only a board game but also a 
game of personalities. 

“In chess you have to judge your opponent and at- 
tempt to “psych” him out in order to gain an edge,’’ he 
states. 

Unlike world championship games, average chess 
games are not always lengthy. Mark relates that his 
longest game lasted 52 hours and took him 85 moves 
to complete. Yet, he says that a game can be lost in as 
little as two moves. 

Tournaments Divided Into Four Rounds 

The young man points out that most tournaments 
are divided into four rounds which last approximately 1 
hour and 45 mintues. H- -aid students are required to

during the first hour, 30 
moves during the follow- 
ing half hour, and as 
many moves as possible 
in the final 15 minutes of 
play. 
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Screening Dates Set 
For Kindergarten Entrance

and April 9th and 10th at James Clark.

AHS Drafting Students 
Stay Abreast Of 
Latest Technology

Due to a recent acquisition, senior high drafting 
students will be able to keep abreast of the latest 
technological advancements in the drafting field. 

Agawam and Pathfinder Vocational High Schools 
share the unique distinction of being the only two 
secondary schools in the Pioneer Valley to have Com- 
puterized Aided Drafting Systems (C.A.D.S.). 

AHS drafting instructor John Magdycz explains that 
the two-drive system is comprised of a two-monitor Ap- 
ple Il mico-computer and a Houston Instruments 
printer. 

He points out that besides the main software menus 
provided by the system, students are able to design 
their own which are drawn on the digitizer, then 
transferred to the monitors, and printed on worksheets. 

Magdycz relates that the C.A.D. system is primarily 
used for drawing repetitive things. He notes that once 
the architectural, electrical, and mechanical menus 
have been entered into the system, virtually anything 
that can be drawn on a drafting board can be drawn by 
the C.A.D. 

Magdyez said a common misconception which 
students express is the fear that the C.A.D. will even- 
tually replace draftsmen. 

On the contrary, he states that the system helps to 
make draftsmen more productive in the long run. 
Magdycz notes that instead of laying-off draftsmen, 
many companies are re-training them on C.A,D.S. 

Advantages Are Innumerable 

He also said that the advantages of having the 
system available to A.H.S. students are innumerable. 
Even though the school’s C.A.D. is not the most 
sophisticated of models, students who learn the basic 
mechanics of the system will eventually be able to 
determine how other more advanced systems function, 
Magdycz pointed out. 

Moreover, Magdycz relates that because most 
engineering schools have C.A.D.S., the experience 
gained at the high school level will greatly benefit 
stueens who desire to further their education in this 
ield. 

Also, as the cost of the system decreases, more com- 
Panies are acquiring them and desiring individuals 
with operative knowledge. 

He notes that basic knowledge of drafting is the only 
pre-requisite students must have before being allowed 
to work with the C.A.D. 

“A student doesn’t have to be a computer or have 
experience in computers to work with the C.A.D. The 
only way a student becomes proficient is by spending 
time with the system,” states Magdycz. 

Minimum Of 25 Hours Work Needed 

In order for a student to become proficient a 
minimum of at least 25 hours work is required. He 
reports that, to date, all of his Drawing | and Advanced 
Drawing students have spent at least two hours on the 

D 


Magdycz reports that the system has been in cons- 
tant use since its arrival in late December. He explains 
that students use the computer one at a time with 
several classmates observing each other's progress. 

“This is an experimental year for us. Teachers are 
even learning from students who are rapidly ac- 
cumulating more hours on the system,” he said. 

Magdycz states that he and senior Steve Fisher, who 
has spent the most hours of anyone on the C.A.D., will 
demonstrate the system at the annual Industrial Arts 
Teachers’ Convention which will take place this spring. 

The C.A.D. will also be demonstrated at the Mass. 
Industrial Arts Fair in Fitchburg May 18th. 

He also plans to demonstrate the computer system 
to junior high advanced drawing students sometime 
before the end of the school-year. 

Magdycz credits school business manager James 
Coon for appropriating funds to purchase the C.A.D. 
as well as former Town Councilor Paul Fieldstad and 
former School Committee member Richard Borgatti, 
who were both very supportive of its-acquisition. 

“We're very fortunate and grateful to have the 
C.A.D. in our school system. Agawam’s students now 
have the opportunity to become familiar with the 
highly sophisticated technology which has become an 
essential part of the business world,’ he comments.

Against All Odds: A Dull And 
Confusing Romantic Thriller 


When | think of intelligent, adult movies, the mystery 
Body Heat immediately comes to mind. This 1981 hit 
is a sexy, exciting picture which captures the look and 
feel of thrillers from the 1940‘s. A new film titled 
Against All Odds tries to accomplish the same things 
as Body Heat, but it misfires on practically every level. 

Jeff Bridges plays Terry Brogan, a professional foot- 
ball player who's given an unwanted vacation for the 
season because of an impaired shoulder. Needing 
money and something to occupy his time, he accepts a 
job from his friend Jake (James Woods), a bookie and 
nightclub owner. 

This small-time racketeer wants Terry to find his 
former lover, Jessie (Rachel Ward). She’s an impetuous 
and independent young woman who took $50,000 
from Jake and left for Mexico after a bitter argument. 
Jake is, of course, upset over Jessie’s unexpected 
departure, but he doesn’t care about the money; all he 
wants Terry to do is discover her exact whereabouts in 
Mexico. 

Upon arriving south of the border, the amateur 
private eye begins his search for this mysterious 
woman. When Terry finds Jessie, however, he doesn't 
tell Jake where she is because he’s starting to fall in 
love with her and vice versa. But after he doesn’t hear 
from Terry for a while, Jake sends another man to Mex- 
ico to look for Jessie. 

In the three preceding paragraphs, only a portion of 
the first half of the movie is dealt with, and this is done 
for two reasons. First, | don’t want to reveal any sur- 
prises for people who are interested in seeing this pic- 
ture. Second, I’m not sure | could tell you anything else 
without making your head spin. 

Loosely based on the 1947 film Out of the Past, 
Against All Odds is an unnecessarily complicated 
thriller that makes an Agatha Christie whodunit look 
like a Scooby Doo mystery. The love triangle involving 
Terry, Jessie, and Jake is set against a muddled 
background of political corruption, illegal business 
practices, unlawful gambling, and other sordid goings- 
on. By the end of the picture we have an idea of what 
has happened during the past two hours, yet we've 
spent so much time trying to figure things out that the 
| characters become nothing but vague impressions in 
lour minds. 





. sophisticated comedies. 


Not only does Against All Odds fizzle as a mystery, 
but it disappoints as an erotic story. Until Terry and 
Jessie have their affair, the film is sluggish and looks 
like a travelogue on Mexico's vacation spots. When the 
romance finally starts, however, we wish that the tour 
of Mexico hadn't stopped. 

Though these people are supposed to be passionate 
lovers, Terry and Jessie look a bit ridiculous when they 
, kiss because they act like wrestlers who are trying to 
bite each other’s head off. Meanwhile, the brief nudity 
' during the love scenes fails to enhance the sensual 


- quality of their affair as well as the movie’s lustful 


mood. 

Despite its flaws, Against All Odds isn’t totally wor- 
thless. The acting by its three principal actors is con- 
sistently first-rate and makes us wish that the rest of 
the film could have lived up to the quality of the perfor- 
mances. 

Bridges (Kiss Me Goodbye) has yet to gain the status 
of his father Lloyd and brother Beau, but he has been 
and always will be a better actor than the both of them. 
As Terry Brogan, he shows us the pain of a man who's 
been manipulated and how courage can defeat the op- 
position. If Against All Odds is a box office success, 
Bridges might, at last, become a famous leading man 
in Hollywood. 

Ward is a young actress who has come a long way 

since appearing in a Halloween rip-off titled Night 
School. She gave fine performances in the police 
drama Sharky’s Machine and the TV miniseries The 
Thorn Birds, and in this film Ward demonstrates that 
her acting prowess surpasses her striking physical 
beauty. 
As Jake, Woods (Videodrome) proves why he’s now 
one of the movie industry's leading heavies. He blends 
an intensity that’s similar to Jack Nicholson’s with a 
creepy sauveness that sends chills up our spines. 

Against All Odds is directed by Taylor Hackford, a 
young filmmaker who’s shown his capability with his 
two previous pictures (The Idolmaker and An Officer 
and a Gentleman). His newest movie, however, gives 
evidence to what | believe is a major problem which 
many up-and-coming directors experience: instead of 
trying to create a simple film which works, they bite off 
more than they can chew and make a complex picture 
that falls short.

BRONCHITIS 

Bronchitis is an inflammation of the lining of the bron- 
chial tubes. These tubes, the bronchi, connect the wind- 
pipe with the {ungs. When the bronchi are inflammed and 
infected, the air flow to the lungs becomes difficult and 
phlegm is coughed up. 

Many people suffer a brief attack of Acute Bronchitis 
when they have a severe cold. Symptoms include fever, 
coughing and sometimes chest pain. But in Chronic Bron- 
chitis, the symptoms of coughing and spitting up of 
phlegm continues for months and returns each year, 
generally lasting slightly longer each time. If the Bron- 
chitis is bacterial in origin, antibiotics can be prescribed. 
But in the case of Bronchitis that is viral in origin, anit- 
biotics are of no value. 

Chronic Bronchitis usually attacks the middle aged and 
the elderly. It may sometimes follow a series of attacks of 
Acute Bronchitis. The disease may also appear without 
apparent cause. It may come on gradually from inhaling 
irritants such as dust, fumes and from heavy use of tobac- 
co. In fact, almost always, Chronic Bronchitis is 
associated with heavy cigarette smoking. 

Chronic Bronchitis makes its victims more vulnerable to 
heart disease. The reason for this is because the heart 
must work twice as hard, since the respiratory system is: 
breaking down. It is not uncommon for one pulmonary 
disease to follow another. Chronic Bronchitis is frequently 
associated with Emphysema. 

A good health plan for any person subject to bronchial 
infections should include these rules: 

1. See your doctor at the beginning of any cold or 
respiratory infection. 

2. Don’t smoke 

3. Stick to a nutritious diet, but avoid obesity. 

4. Exercise daily

Agawam High’s hopes of reaching the Western 
Mass. Schoolboy Hockey Finals for the third straight 
year were stopped Tuesday night when defending, two- 
time Division | champ Cathedral eeked out a 4-2 deci- 
sion at the Eastern States Coliseum.

The beaglers, the fellows with the dogs that take 
their rabbit hunting serious are all asking the same 
question. Where are the rabbits? 

My brother and | were recently snowshoeing with our 
three beagles in search of a rabbit for the dogs to run. 
Not a track could we find in the snow in areas that pro- 
duced four and five rabbits a hunt a few years ago. 

Unbalanced Small Game Trauma Of Nature 

The food supply is still there and growing denser 
which should mean by the law of nature, more rabbits 
to eat the increase growth. Not so. Why? | believe we 
are in the throes of an unbalanced small game trauma 
of nature. 

The past two springs and later in the summer we had 
a great deal of rainfall. This is detrimental to the 
population of rabbits. The female rabbit has its young 
in shallow holes in the forest and fields of the 
woodlands. 

The new born young drown when abnormal rainfall 
fills the holes. Now add to this the increase of the owls 
and hawk populations due to the protection they have 
been under the past 10 years. Small game, mice and 
other rodents are their favorite food. 

| have had residents in the urban areas of town tell 
me that they have witnessed hawks snaring a rabbit in 
their backyard and also killing birds along the road- 
ways. The people with small poodles and other breed 
of dogs are fearful of letting their pets roam freely in 
their backyards. Early morning and dusk is when the 
large owls are active. 

To further add up the unbalance that is taking place, 
we must take into consideration the shortened season 
on bobcats. The cat men, the hunters who raise and 
train dogs to just run bobcats, are finding it too expen- 
sive to maintain dogs with the shortened season and 
smaller bag limit. 

Bobcat Population On The Increase 
| As aresult, the bobcat population is on the increase. 














1 make this statement from personal observation of the 
increase tracks of the cats seen in the snow in areas 
where they were not seen Previously. 


Nevertheless, the rabbit population, although shrink- 
ing from nature's blows, was supporting the increase of 
predators up to three years ago, Then the roof seems to 
have fallen in. The coyote made his appearance. He 
migrated to the New England area because of the 
peanons of food, and he has propagated very rapid- 
y. 

The season put on by the Division of Wildlife and 
Fisheries has not curtailed his wide spread growth here 
in Massachusetts. In Maine, the Department of Fish 
and Game has opened an all year season on the animal 
and has legalized hunting coyotes at night with lights. 

Bowhunters, who have the greatest opportunity to 
observe small game wildlife while sitting in the tree 
stands waiting for a deer to appear, have remarked 
about the scarcity of ground squirrels, gray squirrels, 
chipmunks and red squirrels these past few years. 

The bowhunter usually sets up on the outskirts of 
oak groves and near apple trees. The acorns and ap- 
ples are the favorite food for small game. | like to still 
hunt through the woods when bowhunting, and | cover 
a lot of miles during the season. 

This method of hunting calls for quiet movements 
and slow careful walking. The result being that small 
game is not spooked and the hunter becomes a part of 
the wildlife picture of every day activity of the animal 
world. 


Drama Of Small Animals Surviving 
The drama of the small animals striving to survive 
the coming winter with their various activities is one of 
the highlights of being in the woods during the hunting 
season. The small game is disappearing, too much 
predation! 


| don’t know what the answer is, but if steps are not 
taken in the near future, I'm afraid we are going to find 
the predator animals in our urban neighborhoods com- 
peting for food. 


California is going through this trauma now. Pets are 
being attacked and eaten by the coyotes, who are pro- 
tected by law, and small children have been attacked 
while playing in their own yards. 

We can prevent that from happening here, by taking 
Preventive measures. | hope someone in the know, gets 
off the stick and starts doing his homework.

Agawam High Hoop Reflects On Division | Campaign 


It’s been about two weeks since the Agawam High 
boys’ basketball team suited up for their last game of 
the long, long 1983-84 season. 

On that night, an improved West Springfield quintet 
dropped the locals, 59-48, sealing an 0-20 season, in- 
cluding 35 consecutive losses over the past two years 
of Division | play. 

Reflected On Rookie Season 

Enough time has passed for first-year coach Peter 
“Killer” Kowalski to reflect on his rookie season 
guiding the AHS program. This also seemed to be a 
better opportunity to quiz the graduating seniors on the 
club about the team’s many trials and tribulations this 
winter. 

Kowalski said he knew the battle would travel all 
uphill. He was walking into a situation that produced 
only two wins in the 1982-83 campaign. 

In 1981-82, the Brownies, under former coach Lou 
Conte, enjoyed a magnificient campaign, including a 
Divison B crown. But those were the days when 
Agawam participated predominatly against Division II 
teams; not consistently against Springfield schools 
who have monopolized the Western Mass. schoolboy 
circuit for years. 

Conte, a local teacher and a former AHS three-sports 
star, was considered one of the area’s bright, young 
coaches and his years behind the Brownie bench prov- 
ed that to be true. He stepped’down to spend more time 
with his growing family and to further his education. 

Did Kowalski feel the heat replacing Conte and hav- 
ing the task of rebuilding the broken program when he 
accepted the position? 

“You have to set certain goals, especially coming in- 
to a program that had such a tough time last year in 
the first season of Division | ball. The only real 
pressure came from what | put on myself,’ he said. 

Kowalski set several goals. Some fell far short. Some 
were realized, he said. Kowalski repeatedly said he 
wished to put AHS hoop back on the respectability 
plateau. 

The Brownie mentor wasn’t certain that was actually 
achieved to the degree he had hoped. He did say this: ‘I 
think that our skills progressed with each game. We 
gained a little respect the second time we faced the 
same team. We seemed to play each of the city schools 
better the second time around and we caught their at- 
tention for a time.” 

Kowalski recalls the locals had several legitimate 
chances midway through the season to stop the losing 
streak and chalk up a few wins. 

Agawam lost two, one-point heartbreakers against 
West Side and Chicopee Comp; and were in games un- 
til the bitter end against Comp the second time and 
against Westfield and Cathedral. 

They played an outstanding game against top- 
ranked Putnam Vocational at home near the season's 
end. 

But the team lacked consistency and the ability to 
put the ball into the hole in a big way to offset the run 
and gun style of play that often occurs when a subur- 
ban team plays a city team. 

Kowalski is one individual who says the locals 
should remain in Division | as a way to improve. Others 
hope Agawam will be relegated to Division II to 
rebuild. 

“The pressure you face in the lower Division is very 
different. It took a lot for those kids to execute against 
the top caliber teams. There seems to be more incen- 
tive as athletes and individuals to improve when facing 
the better competition,” he said. 

He added rather flatly, “If you’re a .500 team in a 
lower division, are you any better off than being an 
0-20 team in the upper division?” 

At this time, it remains unclear whether Agawam 
will return to the more familiar grounds of the Valley 
Wheel next season. Until that happens, however, Tech, 
Putnam, Classical, Commerce, Holyoke, etc. will con- 
tinue to fill the Brownies basketball schedule.

Several seniors, who had played on the Brownies’ 
last two teams, made no bones about how they felt 
about bowing to Cathedral again.

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Talbot, Ingham Peform 
Well At Regionals

Two of Agawam High's brightest winter sports 
athletes kept competing this past weekend, long after 
their teammates and most opponents retired for the 
season. 

*"! was very pleased with how | did. It was.a fun time 
and there were a couple of surprises in my pervor- 
mance,” is how senior Paul Talbot described his 
weekend of churning through the Harvard University 


waters. 

The defending New England champion; who this 
year repeated as a double Western Mass. champ while 
winning his first two State titles in the 50 and 100. yard 
free-style, earned four gold medals last weekend. He 
also collected a silver and a bronze medal as he com- 
peted in three individual events and three relays. 

Talbot represented the Longmeadow Aquatic Club 
at the regional gathering of high school all-stars. The 
New England Schoolboy Swimming Championships 
were cancelled this year because they conflicted with 
this most prestigious event. 

The biggest surprise for the 6-2 Talbot was his 
bronze medal finish in the 100 yard breastroke, an 
event he rarely swims. His time was 1:02.8, shaving 
more than two seconds off his personal best time for 
that event. 

In the 200 yard freestyle relay, Talbot held the an- 
chor leg and propelled his team to a first place. When 
he dove into the water for his last 50 yards, the 
Langmeadow club was behind by three yards. 

Talbot drew even at the flibturn and then powered 
his way to the win. 

Two of his individual gold medals came in winning 
the 50 and 100 yard freestyles (21.79 and 48.0, respec- 
tively). The final gold medal was earned ‘in the 200 
yard medley relay. Talbot swam the second leg 
(breastroke) and with his teammates broke the New 
England record for the-event. 

“it was really exciting to be part of the record- 
breaking medley relay team,” said Talbot. “Everyone 
pushed really hard.” 

In the 400 yard freestyle relay, Talbot again swam 
the anchor position and his team finished second. That 
added up to 4 golds, one silver, and a bronze. 

Because of his superior efforts, Talbot will be com- 
peting in the New England Senior Championships at 
Brown University this weekend. In April, he will par- 
ticipate in the Eastern Zone Junior Olympic Swimming 
Championships in Richmond, Virginia. 


Ingham Finishes In A Flurry 


In placing third at the New England Schoolboy 
Wrestling Championships last weekend in the 
heavyweight division, Agawam High junior Al Ingham 
wrestled five matches, including four last Saturday en 
route to his superb finish. 

Teammate Frank Bowrys (157), who qualified to the 
competition as an alterante, chose not to wrestle in the 
New England’s. Brownie coach Phil Tomkeil said that 
Bowrys continues to be plagued by a chest cold which 
hampered his performance in the State championships 
two weeks ago. 

Ingham got rolling in the first round when he pinned 
Joe Lopez of Warwick, Rhode Island, the third-place 
finisher in that state. 

“! was really pleased with how | finished because | 
had hoped to place in the top three,” said Ingham. “My 
main goa! was to gain experience by facing the best 
competition around.” 

In his second match, Ingham bowed in a tough, 10-5 
battle to Massachusetts Division II State champion 
Scott Wassell of Middleboro. 

“lwas down a bit after that match but | knew | had 
lost to a good kid. | then tried to pick myself back up 
because | figured there was nothing to lose at this 
point.” 

The loss placed Ingham in the consolation round 
with the best overall finish possible a third. In a clash 
with Tim Ryan of Otter Valley, Vermont, a second 
place finisher in that state, Ingham steamrolled his 
way to a pin. 

This set-up a meeting with Cathedral High School 
heavyweight Jum Anderson who Ingham had faced 
three times already this year (regular season, Western 
Mass. tourney, State tourney). In their fourth meeting, 
Ingham pinned Anderson in the second period, beating 
him for the third time (Al lost in the regular season to 
Anderson). 

The final round of New England competition for the 
Brownie junior was a rematch with Wassell. This time, 
however, it was the fired-up local who would prevail in 
a grinding match, 13-7. 

“4 already knew what Wassell had from the first time 
we met. Plus, | watched him compete in another match. 
There were a few moves that worked for me and | was 
more confident the second time around.” 

There is one more stop for Ingham before ending his 
brilliant season on the mats. The top two finishers in 
the States and the top two finishers at the New England 
Championships automatically qualify for the Open 
Federation Tournament on Saturday, March 17th at 


Springfield College. 

This non--clated high school event will be a real test 
for Ingham. He qualified because of his first place 
finish at the State meet two weeks ago.
